a Why upgrade to General class ? Here are a 
few reasons. 
Instructions and hints for passing the 
General class license: 


Passing the General exam opens up a lot 
of new frequencies, ie., frequencies not 
pteviously available to Novice or Tech 
licensees. There are specific segments in 
the 40m, 20m, and 80m bands where Gen- 
erals are allowed and you also will have the 
same frequency privileges that Advanced 
and Extra operators enjoy on 160m, 50m, 
30m, 17m, 12m and 10m. That is a huge 
amount of bandwidth! 


It is important, therefore to know the pre- 
sn Bet cise frequencies for Generals in the so- 
pe : ae called “Action bands”, 40, 20, 15, and 80 

: ~ % meters. Study these carefully! Watch out 
for questions on the 60m band which has 
distinct differences(For example, you may 
only use USB on this band(that’s not true 
for any other band!) Note also that the 
30m band does not permit phone opera- 
tion, only CW , RTT, and Data.
